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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions

The special technical feature of the Group II invention is a delivery system comprising a 
plunger, slide pusher and slide assembly, while the special technical feature of the Group III 
invention is an implantable device having a plurality of notches which house fastening means. 
Because the special technical feature of the Group II invention is not present in the Group III 
claims and because the special technical feature of the Group III invention is not present in the 
Group II claims, unity of invention is lacking. 

The special technical feature of the Group I invention is an attaching means comprising a 
housing, while the special technical feature of the Group III invention is an implantable device 
having a plurality of notches while house fastening means. Because the special technical feature 
of the Group I invention is not present in the Group III claims, and because the special technical 
feature of the Group III invention is not present in the Group II claims, unity of invention is 
lacking.
